DISCOVERING LATIN-AMERICA. 


The second Pan-American Financial Congress has concluded its 
sessions in Washington. The purpose of the Congresg was to cement 
more strongly the ties between the two divisions of the Western 
Hemisphere. While ties of trade were the principal subject of dis- 
ctission it was pointed out that a more intimate relation must be estab- 
lished through education. A change of professorships was advocated 
as thé best way to bring about this happy condition. Whatever be the 
method adopted, it is quite necessary that we get better acquainted 
with Latin-America. 

The people of the United States have only just discovered Latin- 
Amefica. Like other discoveries, that of Latin-America is productive 
of mixed emotions. Many are astonished to learn that to the South of 
us are great nations with a civilization much older than ours. It is 
strange to learn that in Sotith America are Universities which were a 
hundred years old before the cornerstone of Harvard or Yale was laid. 
Cities whose names were mere geographic terms are revealed as 
mighty centers of commerce and industry. In them the fine arts 
flourish. Civic improvements are the equal and often in advance of 
North American cities. 

The history of Latin-America is romantic, almost mythical. We 
read of great Indian Empires, of Spanish conquerors and explorers 
Whose name spells romance. The record¢d history of Latin-America 
does not begin at the comparatively recent date of the landing at 
Plymouth Rock. Centuries before the sailing of Columbus from Palos 
the Aztecs in Mexico and the Incas of Peru had made recorded history. 
Since then the volume of precious metals and natural products flowing 
from Latin-America contributed and continues to contribute in no 
small degree to the progress of humanity. Measured by past achieve- 
ments and present activities that make for national greatness, we are 
justified in believing in the possibilities of the future for many of the 
Latin-American countries that will place them in the foremost rank of 
the nations. In the Old World it was a Latin people who ruled and 
@uve the law to the ancient Nations. In modern times a Latin Nation 
for centuries was the most powerful in Europe. 

The dominant factor of Latin-American civilization has been the 
Catholic Church. From the Rio Grande to Cape Horn, Catholicity is 
the religion of all the people save a few uncivilized tribes of Indians. 
On this score alone the critics of Latin-America base their adverse 
comments. Breaches of the moral law, due to the frailty of fallen 
human nature, occasional out-cropping of native savagery, are cited as 
typical. It is a mistake to regard Latin-America as racially homo- 
genéous. In Mexico over half the population is of pure Indian blood 
and a large part of the remainder is of mixed blood. On the west coast 
of South America the proportion of native Indians is still greater. The 
Indian population is so large in Paraguay that the native tongue is 
spoken more generally than Spanish. Brazil has a proportionally 
larger Negro population than the United States. In the early part of 
the last century more than half the population of Brazil were Negro 
slaves. The Church opposed slavery and the slave trade. About the 
time of our Civil War the Brazilian government began a gradual 
process of emancipation. It was accomplished without violence or 
economic disturbances. As emancipation went on the slaves were fitted 
for freedom and citizenship and Brazil with its immense Negro popu- 
lation has no race problem. That the vices and crimes of the Negroes 
of our Southern States are not inherent in the race is shown from the 
fact that there is no evidence that such crimes are more frequent 
among the blacks than the whites of Brazil. This fact also demon- 
strates the refining influence of Catholic faith and morals. 

The Indians of Latin-America are not of a single stock. At the 
time of their discovery there was every degree of physical and mental 
differences among them. The lowest savagery and a high civilization 
were found in neighboring tribes. In Mexico a wonderful material 
civilization accompanied the most decrading superstitions and the most 
cruel depotism. All the other Nations of Mexico welcomed the 
Spaniards as liberators from the tyranny of the Azetcs. Peru fur- 
nishes a unique example of a socialistic state held together by blind 
submission to a crafty, political, heathen priesthood. Into this great 
field of missionary work, with its various and perplexing problems, the 
Catholic missionary entered with the discoverers. Civilization did not 
spell extermination. The work of the missionary was accomplished in 
a marvellously short time. With the Church came the school and 
university. After the great work of teaching the people to save their 
souls was first accomplished, the Church opened their to the 
amenities of Christian civilization. 

Despite the occasional! manifestations of anti-clericalism and secret 
society activity, the people of Latin-America are staunch Catholics. 
The people of native races cannot forget that they are indebted to the 
Church for their rescue from barbarism, tyranny and 
The descendants of the conquerers cannot forget the faith of their 
fathers. With the exception of Mexico there is no serious internal! dis- 
turbances in any country south of the Rio Grande. When Mexico frees 
herself from the few factionists who disturb her peace, returns to her 
God and His Church, she will take her proper place among American 
Nations. 

Latin-America needs no apologies. Her civilization is founded on 
enduring principles and her future will depend on faithful adherence 
to those principles. Outside influences of an alien character are rightly 
resented. She can work out her own problems and has ample reason to 
be satisfied with her own ways, her own customs and her own civiliza- 
tidn.—B. X. O'R.

THE AMICE, 


The amice, which the priest places 
around his neck and over his shoulders, rep- 
resents the linen cloth wherewith in the 
house of Caiphas the Jews covered Christ’s 
countenance, bidding him. in mockery: 
Prophesy to us, who is it that struck thee? 
Formerly, it was worn upon the head, the 
Church using it as an image of the helmet 
of salvation which St. Paul wishes every 
Christian to be armed with. It is for this 
reason that the priest, before laying the 
amice over his shoulders, puts it upon his 
head, saying: “Place upon my head, O Lord, 
the helmet of salvation.” 

The remainder of your two and a half 
yards of linen will give one amice 36x26.or 
less according te shrinkage. Put a one — 
hem around the four sides, A linen ta 
about one-half inch wide and forty-! es 
inches long should be sewed on each upper 
corner, so that the length of garment goes 
across the shoulders. Place a Latin cross 
at the center of the back an inch or so 
below the hem. 

In laundering the linens for the service 
of the Altar, care should be taken to use 
suitable utensils and immaculate ironing- 
beard covers. Do not starch the linens, but 
iron them while they are very, very damp, 
first on the right side to bring out the gloss, 
then on the wrong side, then fold. Purifica- 
tors are folded in thirds along the length; 
place hems together so cross will be folded 
inside; crease; now turn the richt sides out 
again within one inch of the cross. This 
will make the purificator look like the letter 
M with long outer lines. The little two-inch 
indentation fits into the chalice. Pall cov 7 
are ironed without folding. The corporal i | 
the only piece of linen which is folded inside 
out, this being done to protect any Sacred | 
Particles that might cling to the linen, Lay 
the corporal right side up with the cross 
nearest to you; fold the front third of the 
linen away from you; fold the back third of 
the linen toward you, over this: fold the 
third nearest the right hand across toward 
the left, and the left hand third over this. 

Lay the amice with the cross face down 

nd the tree of the cross running the length 
of the ironing board. Bring the side hems 
to meet at the cross, crease edges, bring 
these edges to meet at the cross, crease 
edges and lap each side beyond the center of 
the amice about one-third: fold bottom hem 
up to top hem, and wind tapes neatly 
around the amice and fasten them by tuck- 
ing them under their own windings. 

The fingwer-towels may be folded as one 
would fold a handkerchief, but the “fan- 
fold” opens easier to the priest’s hand.
